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Feds move

It’s expected the back-to- 
worlc bill will pass within 
days and send outstanding 
issues to binding arbitra¬ 
tion. 

Labour Minister Rona 
Ambrose said she would 
have preferred to see a ne¬ 
gotiated end to the walk¬ 
out which began early Sat¬ 
urday. But she said she had 
to act after weekend talks 
failed. 

“This is more than a pri¬ 
vate dispute between CN 
Rail and the Teamsters 
Canada Rail Conference,” 
she said. 

“It has serious repercus¬ 
sions for the national 
economy at a time when 
Canada’s recovery from 
the global recession is still 
fragile.”

Mayor targets Expo 

Mandel wants city to fund bid despite proposed tax hike

Mayor Stephen Mandel has 
vowed Edmonton will be 
Canada's home to celebrate 
the country's 150 th 
birthday for three months 
come 2017 — only if Alber¬ 
ta’s capital is successful in 
hosting the $2.3-billion 
World Expo. 

“It’s going to be a big par¬ 
ty, not just for 90 days, but 
through the whole year 
throughout our province,” 
said Mandel while unveiling 
the bid’s official plans to the 
media yesterday. 

Those plans will include 
hosting the world’s fair at 
two locations within Ed¬ 
monton with the main site 
located at the University of 
Alberta’s south campus. The 
bid committee is also eying 
a location in west Rossdale 
to complement the Expo. 

And organizers say both 
locations will be linked with 
extensions of the city’s LRT 


and the event will take ad¬ 
vantage of river taxis that 
will travel back and forth on 
the North Saskatchewan 
River between an area near 
Fox Drive and Rossdale. 

Edmonton’s bid commit¬ 
tee chair, Tony Franceschi- 
ni, says the event will at¬ 
tract 5.3 milhon visits, along 
with injecting a boost to the 
city’s economy that will in¬ 
clude 37,000 person years of 
employment and $818 mil¬ 
lion in government tax rev¬ 
enue. 


But it won’t come cheap 
and Franceschini says all 
three levels of government 
must be on board with com¬ 
mitments to invest between 
now and next spring when 
Ottawa will put forward the 
bid to the Bureau of Interna¬ 
tional Exhibitions for their 
consideration. 

Meanwhile, city council 
must also decide next week 
whether or not it will ap¬ 
prove $500,000 from its 
2010 budget to move on to 
the bid’s next step as coun¬ 


cil contends with a pro¬ 
posed 6.5 per cent tax hike. 

But Mandel says moving 
on with the bid is a 
“tremendous benefit” for 
Edmonton’s economy, even 
at a time when the council 
is considering shaving $50 
milhon with cuts to snow 
removal and recreation fa¬ 
cilities. 

“(The cuts are) a short¬ 
term issue and we need to 
be responsible right now,” 
said Mandel. “Expo is not an 
expense today. It’s an ex¬ 
pense down the road.” 

Scott Hennig, an Alberta 
director with the Canadian 
Taxpayers Federation, says 
the investment is too much 
money for an event that 
“people have lost interest 
in.” 

“This is a whole pile of 
money when you have the 
city hiking taxes at 20 times 
the inflation rate right 
now,” said Hennig. 

The city’s budget is ex¬ 
pected to be approved 
Dec. 8.

Somalia Canadian Amanda 
Lindhout’s days while held 
captive in Somalia got dark¬ 
er after a foiled escape 
attempt in which she and a 
fellow hostage fled to the 
steps of a mosque before 
being recaptured, says a 
man hired to help 
negotiate her freedom. 

Lindhout and Australian 
Nigel Brennan were held 
together in relative comfort 
before they loosened the 
bricks in the walls that held 
them early one morning in 
Januaiy, says John Chase of 
the U.K.-based hostage ne¬ 
gotiation group AKE. 

The two slipped out and 
made a dash for freedom, 
reaching a nearby mosque 
before their captors caught 
them again, he says. 

“Some people were too 
scared to help them and 
the gang caught up with 
them. There was actually a 
story of some people trying 
to help them that got beat¬ 
en down and they got 
recaptured,” Chase said in 
an interview with The 
Canadian Press from 
London. “From that point 
on, things got a lot worse 
for them. They were shack¬ 
led (and) kept in separate 
rooms.” 

Rumours were often 
spread by the kidnappers 
and others about the two 
freelance journalists after 
they were snatched by 
armed gunmen by the side 
of the road in a lawless area 
south of Mogadishu in Au¬ 
gust 2008. The pair were re¬ 
leased last week after 15 
months in captivity after a 
ransom was paid.

Dot marks the spot in crime fight 

Tiny technology in Belgravia anti-theft project traces property back to owners

Belgravia residents who 
are tired of crime riddling 
their quiet community are 
hoping to be right on the 
dot with a new crime¬ 
fighting technology. 

Through a new property- 
identification program in 
that community, residents 
can protect their valuables 
by marking them with tiny 
dots that are no larger than 


the period at the end of this 
sentence. 

Each dot, called a Mi- 
croDotDNA, contains an 
embedded code that can be 
tracked to the owner of the 
property through a unique 
database. 

Richard Law, who heads 
up a crime-watch program 
in Belgravia, said 30 home- 
owners are usually victims 
of crime each month — 
everything from car break- 
ins to thefts. 

And the neighbourhood 


problem is escalating, he 
said. 

“How do you track all of 
these small things that are 
stolen?” said Law. “The 
thieves here are always 
pawning the items in the 
north side, and, until now, I 
wasn’t tracking things like 
my tools.” 

Law asked MicroDotDNA 
Technology Canada, a 
Leduc-based company, for 
help after hearing about 
similar a program that 
helped curb thefts in Alber¬ 


ta’s oil patch. 

Company president Pat 
Cowman said similar pro¬ 
grams that have been of¬ 
fered to the industry have 
also deterred thefts by 80 
per cent, and industrial 
companies like EPCOR and 
PCL have noticed positive 
results. 

This is the first time the 
company has been involved 
in a community-based anti¬ 
theft program and Cowman 
hopes it could act as a theft 
deterrent. 


“If you want to come into 
this neighbourhood, you 
are going to be taking your 
chances,” said Cowman. 

All property is traceable 
by police 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week, and a 
database can also provide 
records of serial numbers 
and descriptions of the 
property, said Cowman.

Immigrants’ credentials 
may receive OK sooner 


Foreign-trained workers 
will be told within one 
year of applying whether 
their credentials will be ac¬ 
cepted in Canada under a 
framework announced 
yesterday that opposition 
critics argued doesn’t ad¬ 
dress systemic barriers to 
immigrants. 

While the Liberals and 
New Democrats highlight¬ 
ed what they called defi¬ 
ciencies in the scheme, at 
least one stakeholder 
group lauded the Conser¬ 
vative plan on foreign cre¬ 
dentials. 

Beginning Dec. 31, 2010, 
foreign-trained architects, 
engineers, pharmacists, 
physio and occupational 
therapists and registered 
nurses will be among the 
groups that fall under the 


framework. Doctors and 
others are slated to be in¬ 
cluded in the one-year 
timetable by the end of 
2012. 

“We want a system that is 
fair, that’s consistent, that’s 
efficient and that’s accessi¬ 
ble,” Human Resources 
Minister Diane Finley said. 

The new framework also 
pledges that federal, 
provincial, and territorial 
governments will strive to 
create better services for 
immigrants before they ar¬ 
rive in Canada and once 
they’re in the workforce. 

The governments will 
work with regulatory bod¬ 
ies, colleges and universi¬ 
ties, and other “key part¬ 
ners” to make the changes 
happen, Ottawa said. 

The one-year timetable 


will be difficult to fulfil be¬ 
cause the federal govern¬ 
ment has less control than 
the individual provinces, 
said Liberal immigration 
critic Maurizio Bevilacqua. 

It’s provincial bodies, 
which are under the control 
of the provincial govern¬ 
ments, that are responsible 
for making the final deci¬ 
sion of approving foreign 
credentials, he said.

U.S. president set to outline plan for war in Afghanistan

Barack Obama has begun 
one of the toughest sales

World's top golfer drops out of tournament he hosts

Tiger Woods still isn’t talk¬ 
ing. Now he’s not playing, 
either. 

Woods withdrew yester¬ 
day from his own golf tour¬ 
nament, citing injuries 
from a car crash near his 
Florida home. His decision 
comes as questions contin¬ 
ue to mount regarding 
what exactly happened in 
the wee hours of the morn¬ 
ing last Friday — questions 
that most certainly would 
have been asked of him 
had he played. 

The world’s No. 1 golfer 
posted a statement on his 
website saying that un¬ 
specified injuries prevent¬ 
ed him from playing in the 
Chevron World Challenge. 
He had been scheduled to 
hold a press conference to¬ 
day for the tournament, 
which he hosts annually 
for a small, invited, field. 

“I am extremely disap¬ 
pointed that I will not be 


at my tournament this 
week,” Woods said. “I am 
certain it will be an out¬ 
standing event and I’m 
very sorry that I can’t be 
there.” 

Tournament officials 
said fans who bought ad¬ 
vance tickets with the 


hope of seeing Woods 
could get refunds begin¬ 
ning next week. Those 
who keep their tickets will 
get a 20 per cent discount 
when they buy them next 
year. 

Woods sustained cuts 
and bruises when he 


crashed his SUV into a fire 
hydrant and a tree at 2:25 
a.m., outside his home in 
an exclusive, gated com¬ 
munity near Orlando. He 
was treated and released 
from a hospital, and has 
not been seen in public 
since. 

By skipping the tourna¬ 
ment, Woods will escape 
having to face TV cameras 
and a horde of media seek¬ 
ing more details about the 
smashup. 

Woods hasn’t answered 
questions from Florida 
troopers, either, turning 
them down three days in a 
row when they came to his 
house. 

Four cars were parked in 
Woods’ driveway yester¬ 
day, but no lights appeared 
to be on inside. A new fire 
hydrant had already re¬ 
placed the one that Woods 
plowed into.

Why gold might not pan out in long term 
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Gold frenzies are great for 
journalists because they 
provide lots of colour, and 
I’m not just talking about 
bullion’s natural lustre. 

In 1980, when gold was 
heading for $850 US an 
ounce, small investors pan¬ 
icked at the thought of ram¬ 
pant inflation following the 
second OPEC oil price 
shock. Like today’s flu shot 
seekers, they formed long 
lines to buy one-ounce gold 
wafers as a financial immu¬ 
nization against future un¬ 
certainty. 

This time around, the 


fear is playing out different¬ 
ly. Investors small and large 
are buying gold alright — 
they’ve driven its value up 
more than 30 per cent this 
year to slightly less than 
$1,200 US an ounce — but 
many are having trouble 
storing it. In the U.S., HSBC 
Bank has told retail cus¬ 
tomers to take their coins 
and bullion elsewhere be¬ 
cause it needs the vault 
room for institutional 
clients. This has occasioned 
a vast migration of ar¬ 
moured trucks as hoarders 
seek new hiding places that 
will be safer than their mat¬ 
tresses. 

Gold may have limited 
practical uses, but it’s been 
a preferred refuge of value 
for close to six millennia. 
And these days, it has a lot 
going for it, starting with 
the worldwide uncertainty 
based on the faltering U.S. 


economy and dollar. Fears 
about the potential for in¬ 
flation resulting from fiscal 
stimulus and government 
bailouts drive people to buy 
gold. Investment funds are 
reportedly heavily into the 
action. 

The fact that central 
banks in places like India 
are adding to bullion re¬ 
serves puts upward pres¬ 
sure on the price. So does 
news like the recent an¬ 
nouncement that U.S. 
hedge fund manager John 
Paulson is launching a new 
gold fund. No wonder 
mines from Australia to 
South Africa are cranking 
up production. 

But enthusiasts who 
aren’t hard-core gold bugs 
should remember that the 
price of this most precious 
of metals won’t always out¬ 
perform other investments, 
chiefly stocks. Historically, 


these two asset classes seem 
to alternate as investor 
favourites, with stocks ris¬ 
ing when gold is in relative 
decline and vice versa. 

For verification, check 
the record of the Dow/Gold 
Ratio — the ratio of the 
Dow Jones Industrial Aver¬ 
age index divided by the 
price of an ounce of gold. In 
the short and sometimes 
medium term, you might 
be better off investing in 
one rather than the other. 
Yet sensible investors will 
make a habit of diversify¬ 
ing, making gold or gold 
equivalents like mining 
shares part of a balanced 
portfolio that, over the 
course of a lifetime, will 
provide solid growth and 
sound slumber.

Economy makes 
third-quarter gains 

Growth still under Bank of Canada's predictions 


Canada's economy inched 
ahead in the third quarter, 
meekly heralding an end 
to the recession and the 
start of what is predicted 
to be slow and laborious 
recovery. 

Statistics Canada report¬ 
ed yesterday that real gross 
domestic product, an infla¬ 
tion-adjusted measure of 
the economic growth, ex¬ 
panded at an annualized 
rate of 0.4 per cent in the 
third quarter. That was be¬ 
low the Bank of Canada’s 
two per cent growth pre¬ 
diction for the quarter, and 
economist’s expectations 
for an annualized growth 
rate of 0.6 per cent, accord¬ 
ing to CIBC World Mar¬ 
kets.

fter eyeing my 
daughter’s Mac 
with envy for 
the past year, I 
decided to buy 
one of Mr. Job’s fun ma¬ 
chines. But once I 
crunched the numbers it 
cost me $82 less to buy it 
here than in the U.S. 

Still, countless Canadi¬ 
ans stampeded south this 
past weekend as U.S. re¬ 
tailers hacked at prices 
like gladiators determined 
to be the last man stand¬ 
ing. Bargains do abound 
for canny shoppers but 
you have to know your 
prices, do some research 
and be disciplined. 

For example, on Black 
Friday last week, Best Buy 
in the States was offering 
a door buster price of 
$999 US on a Samsung 46” 
LCD HDTV. Nice. In Cana¬ 
da the best price I could 
find was $1,399 US — 
$1,581 Cdn after taxes. 

Let’s assume you were 
tempted by the siren call 
of deep discounts in the 
States and bought that TV. 
The landed-in-Canada 
price ends up at $1,342 
Cdn including GST, ex¬ 
change, gas, tolls and 
lunch. (There’s no duty on 
this TV but you’d pay 
three per cent to five per 
cent if it had been a plas¬ 
ma model.) That’s a sav¬ 
ings of $239, give or take. 
Not bad. But the price as¬ 
sumes you got the door 
crasher special which was 
limited to lucky ticket 
holders.

Many 
sectors of the market that 
have very little to do with 
Dubai seemed to sell off in 
sympathy with the overall 
negative tone. These sec¬ 
tors are now possibly a lot 
cheaper than before the 
crisis hit and thus a great 
time to buy! 

A small correction like 
this should always be an¬ 
ticipated. If you own good 
quality investments, your 
portfolio should be able to 
withstand these short term 
blips on its way to bigger 
gains in the future!

When studying for exams, 
it’s not a bad idea to refer 
back to the old lesson of 
‘Who, What, Where, 

When and Why.* 

Start with the ‘what:’ 
“Students should be as in¬ 
formed about the exam 
they are about to write as 
possible,” says Dr. Nellie 
Perret, learning skills coun¬ 
sellor/educator at the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto’s Aca¬ 
demic Success Centre. 
“Find out whether it’s a 
multiple-choice, short an¬ 
swer, essay or problem-solv¬ 
ing exam; ask how many 
questions there will be and 
how much they’ll be worth; 
use old exams as ‘maps’ to 


tell what the professor ex¬ 
pects at the end of term.” 

When to study is also 
key; “It’s important for stu¬ 
dents to know their own 
best — and worst — times 
for studying. If they’re al¬ 
ways studying Calculus, for 
example, late at night 
when they’re too tired to 
really understand the con¬ 
cepts, then the odds are 
pretty good that they’re 
not going to do well on 
their Calculus final.” 

She recommends divid¬ 
ing each day during exam 
time into three study peri¬ 
ods; Morning, afternoon 
and night, and varying sub¬ 
jects day to day within 
each of those periods. 

Where to study is also 
important. 

“Move locations between 


lunch and dinner. If noth¬ 
ing else, this gives students 
a break, a chance to walk 
from one place to another, 
getting some exercise and 
fresh air, reminding them 
to grab something to eat, 
and allowing their brains 
to make sense of what 
they’ve been studying.” 

Who you study with is 
also key. 

“I strongly advise stu¬ 
dents to try to find people 
to study with. This allows 
them to exchange informa¬ 
tion. It will help them 
identify gaps in their 
knowledge so they can 
study more efficiently 
when they’re on their own. 
Studying with other peo¬ 
ple, as long as it doesn’t 
turn into a total gripe ses¬ 
sion, can also be a great 


way to blow off steam.” 

And never forget why: 
“It’s really important for 
students to remember that 
tests and exams should be 
a way for them to discover 
whether they’ve been 
learning what the profes¬ 
sor thinks is important. 
This is especially true for 
midterms: They’re an op¬ 
portunity to evaluate 
whether or not a student is 
getting it. If the results of 
the test are disappointing, 
a mid-term can serve as a 
wake-up call, telling them 
to adjust their learning 
strategies accordingly.” 

Perret recommends tak¬ 
ing advantage of the 
schools learning skills cen¬ 
tre, many of which offer 
courses on how to best pre¬ 
pare for exams.

Apparently oil is not the on¬ 
ly thing Canada and Nor¬ 
way have in common. 

You can now add space 
sciences to the short list of 
similarities between the 
Great White North and the 
Land of the Midnight Sun. 

James Huber, a third-year 
mechanical engineering 
student and the University 
of Alberta, got to experi¬ 
ence that similarity first¬ 
hand as he was one of four 
Canadian students chosen 
for a week-long rocket de¬ 
sign course, sponsored by 
the University of Oslo, in 
early November. 

“The course made space 
research real for me,” Hu¬ 


ber told ExpressNews, a U 
of A publication. “You see 
NASA launch the space 
shuttle and now I know just 
a regular guy from Alberta 
can get involved.” 

Huber’s trip to the An¬ 
doya Rocket Range in Nor¬ 
way was part of the new 
Canada-Norway Student 
Rocket Program. The U of A 
student and his teammates 
used a converted surface-to- 
ground military missile to 
carry six atmospheric sen¬ 
sors 10,000 metres above 
the North Sea coastline. 

Huber said that in just a 
week, his expertise went 
from hobby kits to a metre- 
long tube of firepower that 
left the launch pad at 4,000 
kilometres an hour. 

“I didn’t actually see the 
launch,” Huber said. “I was 


steering a manual antenna 
so we could track the rock¬ 
et’s flight but the rocket 
reached altitude and the 
payload sensors all worked 
perfectly.” 


In February, the U of A 
will host a delegation from 
the University of Oslo to 
talk about going beyond 
the one-weelc rocket pro¬ 
gram at Andoya to a full- 


fledged, semester-long stu¬ 
dent exchange between 
the universities. 

Dave Miles, a graduate 
student in physics who was 
at Andoya at the same time 


as Huber testing a minia¬ 
turized atmospheric sensor 
that he designed, said the 
program’s long-term goal is 
very exciting. 

“This is part of a pro¬ 
posed 10-year plan where 
the goal is Canadian stu¬ 
dents will be sent to partic¬ 
ipate in this program at 
some level every year for 
the next 10 years,” Miles 
said. “That lets you train a 
group of undergraduates, 
get them interested and en¬ 
thusiastic in space science 
and start to develop a core 
group of students who 
have some experience in 
this.” 

It’s a lofty goal but 
thanks to the week-long 
experience in Norway, the 
two U of A students are 
ready to shoot for the stars.

Starting a family business 
can be tough. 

Starting a family busi¬ 
ness with $20,000 behind 
you can be as easy as win¬ 
ning a student business 
plan competition at NAIT. 

When Konrad Misiewicz’s 
father invented a new-and- 
improved pig tracker for 
the oil industry, he knew he 
was on to something that 
could save oil companies a 
lot of bacon. 

Placed inside the 
pipeline, a pig device 
cleans residue from the in¬ 
ner walls of the pipeline. 


The devices, which are 
valuable, can get stuck or 
lost, so they need to be 
tracked closely. 

Misiewicz said his fa¬ 
ther’s pig tracker is better 
than anything else on the 
market; it is more durable, 
it has a longer tracking 
range and it can also be 
used with a number of re¬ 
ceivers. The only problem 
was Misiewicz’s father did¬ 
n’t have the business sense 
to market the product 
properly. 

Luckily, Misiewicz is an 
entrepreneurship and in¬ 
novation student at NAIT, 
and he decided to enter his 
father’s invention into the 
inaugural YTP-HATCH stu¬ 


dent business plan compe¬ 
tition, which he won. 

“He won because he 
found the opportunity to 
try and commercialize this 
product,” said Sandra 
Spencer, HATCH project 
manager. “He didn’t create 
this tracker, but he’s the 
one that’s making it a busi¬ 
ness.” 

Three finalists presented 
business plans to a panel 
of judges. 


Misiewicz was selected 
as the winner and was giv¬ 
en $20,000 in seed money 
from Alberta Advanced Ed¬ 
ucation and Technology’s 
Youth Technopreneurship 
Program (YTP). 

“NOVANAIT, on top of 
that, is giving a year of in¬ 
cubation space to the win¬ 
ner,” Spencer said. “Basi¬ 
cally, they’re going to have 
a free office to work out of 
for a year.” 


Misiewicz himself could¬ 
n’t be happier with the 
award. 

“It’s amazing,” he said. 
“Thanks to this HATCH 
award, I can actually take 
this idea and make it a re¬ 
ality.” 

Misiewicz said he and 
his father knew that their 
idea had a lot of potential 
and now they’re working 
to realize that. 

“We do have a prototype 


and now we just need to 
mass-produce it,” he said. 
“I think it’s going to be a 
successful family business 
venture.” 

Right now, the YTP- 
HATCH competition is a 
three-year pilot project — 
but Spencer said she 
hopes it will continue an¬ 
nually.

Few want to admit seniors are an at-risk group 



We may not want to think about what grandpa’s really getting 
up to during his winters in Florida, but as columnist Josey Vo¬ 
gels notes, society can’t encourage seniors to have safe sex 
until we acknowledge that they’re still having sex. 



N ew research out 
of the University 
of Waterloo indi¬ 
cates that Cana¬ 
dian snowbirds 
may be doing more than 
playing canasta when they 
winter in Florida. 

Speaking at a recent AIDS 
conference in Toronto, 
gerontology researcher 
Katie Mairs said that people 
aged 50 and over account 
for a growing percentage of 
HIV cases in Florida, yet few 


older Canadians who win¬ 
ter in the state take precau¬ 
tions against sexually trans¬ 
mitted infections. 

I’m not so surprised. This 
is a generation that didn’t 
grow up with AIDS. They 
weren’t raised on safer sex 
messages and probably nev¬ 
er rolled a condom onto a 
banana in their lives. 

Yet, here you’ve got a 
bunch of retired, elderly 
folk — many of whom are 
divorced or widowed and 
therefore single — with 
plenty of time on their 
hands, hanging out with 
each other in the Florida 
sunshine. They don’t call 
them “active” retirement 
communities for nothing. 

Unfortunately, in large 
part because our society 


prefers to think that sexual¬ 
ity drops off the face of the 
earth the moment you get a 
grey hair, the problem isn’t 
getting addressed. 

Research has shown that 
safer sex education works 
best when targeted to spe¬ 
cific at-risk populations. 
And even then, the results 
aren’t that great. According 
to a 2005 Canadian Com¬ 
munity Health Survey, con¬ 
dom use among those aged 
20-24 averages about 50-60 
percent. And they’ve no 
doubt been rolling con¬ 
doms onto bananas since 
puberty. 

In order to address rising 
HIV rates among the elder¬ 
ly, we need to start by first 
admitting that old people 
have sex and may even be 


having it with multiple 
partners, as the University 
of Waterloo research indi¬ 
cates. Then we need to start 
talking to them. Sex educa¬ 
tors I know are trying to 
make inroads to these com¬ 
munities and some admin¬ 
istrators in seniors’ homes 
and retirement communi¬ 
ties are starting to recog¬ 
nize and address the issue. 

But they still face resist¬ 
ance, both from administra¬ 
tions who don’t want to ac¬ 
cept, much less address, the 
fact that their residents 
might be sexual; and from 
family members who’d 
rather not think about 
whether grandma or grand¬ 
pa are still doing it, thank 
you very much. 

According to Statistics 


Canada, the number of 
Canadians aged 55-64 
jumped by 28 per cent in 
the five years prior to the 
2006 census. With all these 
boomers about to enter 
their golden years, many of 
whom will no doubt be sin¬ 
gle and, yes, sexually active, 


we better start readjusting 
our attitudes if we don’t 
want to be dealing with an 
HIV epidemic among the 
blue-rinse set.

INGREDIENTS: 

• 1 large egg white 

• 1 tsp chili powder 

• 1 tsp kosher salt 

• 1/2 cup of brown sugar 

• 1/2 tsp cayenne powder 

• 1/2 tsp ground cinnamon 

• 4 cups mixed nuts 
(pecans, walnuts, blanched 
almonds and/or cashews) 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 325F. 
Line a rimmed sheet pan 
with parchment paper and 


set aside. 

2. Whisk egg white in a 
large bowl until frothy. Add 
chili powder, salt, cayenne 
and cinnamon and whisk 
until blended. Add nuts to 
bowl and stir well to thor¬ 
oughly coat. Add sugar and 
toss until well combined.

• 8 bone-in chicken thighs, 
skin on, (about 3 lbs),

• 4 fresh figs, quartered

fresh parsley 

• 1 tsp honey 

METHOD: 

1. Rinse chicken, pat dry 
with paper towels and sea¬ 
son with salt and pepper. 
Heat oil in a large heavy 
bottomed skillet over medi¬ 
um-high heat. Working in 
batches, if necessary, add 
chicken and sear on all

sides until golden brown, 
about 6 minutes. Remove 
chicken from skillet and 
pour off all but one table¬ 
spoon of fat from the pan. 
Return pan to stove set over 
medium heat, add onion 
and cook until starting to 
soften, about two minutes. 
Add wine, stirring to scrape 
any flavourful brown bits 
from the bottom of the pan, 
cook until wine is mostly 
reduced. Add chicken broth 
and return chicken to pan, 
skin sides up. Simmer set 
over medium-low heat, 
loosely covered until chick¬ 
en is cooked through and 
sauce is slightly reduced, 
about 20 minutes. Add figs 
and olives let rest until figs 
are tender, about 3 min¬ 
utes. 

2. Meanwhile, cook orzo 
according to package in¬ 
structions, in a pot of boil¬ 
ing salted water until al 
dente. Drain pasta, toss in 
butter and season with salt 
and pepper; set aside. 

3. Transfer chicken to a 
serving dish, stir parsley 
and honey into sauce re¬ 
maining in pan over medi¬ 
um heat and pour over 
chicken. Serve chicken 
alongside buttered orzo.

The spirit of Jacksoul 

Haydain Neale worked on new album while fighting cancer

Last May, after months of 
rehabilitation from a life- 
threatening head injury 
suffered in a traffic 
collision, Haydain Neale 
decided he was well 
enough to return to the 
recording studio. It was 
time to make another 
Jacksoul record. 

Neale still had difficulty 
singing, but he had record¬ 
ed some demo tracks of 
new songs shortly before 


being struck by a car on 
Aug. 3, 2007, while driving 
his Vespa scooter on a 
Toronto street. 

Neale reviewed the tapes. 
His voice was solid. There 
was more than enough 
there to make a CD. 

Neale assembled his 
bandmates in a Toronto 
studio, selected the 10 best 
songs and started building 
full album tracks around 
the vocal demos. Things 
came a little bit slower 
than before the accident, 
but he was in control, or¬ 
chestrating every step of 


the production. 

But it wasn’t long into 
those sessions that Neale 
was diagnosed with lung 
cancer. It was a stunning 
blow, coming to someone 
who had already perse¬ 
vered through so much. 
And it seemed so unjust. 
He wasn’t a smoker, ac¬ 
cording to friends, not 
even a drinker. 

Neale chose to keep the 
diagnosis private and focus 
instead on the music. Only 
a few close friends and 
family were told, as the 
band continued working 


in the studio. 

“It was definitely emo¬ 
tional,” recalls keyboard 
player Ron Lopata. “We 
were brothers. We’ve been 
through a lot together. 
We’ve been on the road to¬ 
gether. We’ve shared bus¬ 
es. We were a very close 
group of friends.” 

Last month, Jaclcsoul’s 
record label (Sony Music 
Canada) announced the 
new album, SOULmate, 
would be released today. 

Fans, unaware of the 
cancer diagnosis, were 
buoyed by the news. 

Neale lived long enough 
to see the record to comple¬ 
tion. But he died Nov. 22 in 
Toronto at 39, just 10 days 
before SOULmate’s release.
